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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 16-43 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of record disclose in their entirety or in combination the claimed two measuring electrodes 
extending into the container; and a compensation electrode, which is so arranged and connected 
that a disturbance current flowing between one of the at least two measuring electrodes and the 
compensation electrode due to conductive accretions on the lid of the container is drained away 
via the compensation electrode; wherein the at least two measuring electrodes and the 
compensation electrode are secured to the lid container.
